A bed of roses 


This pretty bedspread is made of beauti- 
fully textured crochet motifs. It can be 
made for either a single or double bed in 
a color to match your bedroom. 


Size 
Single bedspread: 67'/” x 9417,” 
Double bedspread: 81” x 941," 


Materials 

Sport yarn: 

67 oz for single bedspread 
74 oz for double bedspread 
Size D crochet hook 
Tapestry needle 


Gauge 
Each motif measures approx 131%” 
x 13%,” worked on size D hook 


To save time, take time to check 
gauge. 


Motif 

Ch8 and join with a slst to first ch to 
form a ring. 

1st round Ch3, 1 dc in ring, *(ch3, 2 de 
in ring), rep from * 6 more times, ch3. 
Join with a sl st to 3rd of first ch-3. 8 2-de 
groups. 

2nd round Slst to center of next ch-3 
loop, 1 sc in same place as slst, * (ch4, 
1sc) in next ch-3 loop, rep from * 6 more 
times, ch4. Join with a sl st to first sc. 
3rd round (1 sc, 1 hdc, 5 de, 1 hde, 1 sc) 
in each ch-4 loop. 

4th round *Ch6, inserting hook from 
back of work, work 1 sc around next sc of 
2nd round, rep from * to end. 8ch-6 
loops. 

5th round (1 sc, 1 hdc, 7 de, 1 hdc, 1 sc) 
in each ch-6 loop. 

6th round As 4th round, working ch8 
instead of ch6é. 

7th round As 5th round, working 9 de 
instead of 7 dc. 

8th round As 4th round, working ch 10 
instead of ch 6. 


9th round Ch 9, 1 dtr (yo 3 times) in st at 
base of ch-9, *(ch 1, 1 de in ch-10 loop) 3 
times in same loop, (ch1, 1 de in ch-10 
loop) 3 times in next loop, ch1, (1 dtr, 
ch8, 1 dtr) in sc between next 2 loops, 
rep from * to end, omitting (1 dtr, ch3, 
1 dtr) at end of last rep. Join with a sl st to 
the 6th of the first ch-9. 

10th round Sl st in first ch-3 loop, ch3, 
(1 de, ch3, 2dc) in same loop, * 1de in 
dtr, (1 de in next ch-1 sp, 1 de in next dc) 
6 times, 1 dc in next ch-1 sp, 1 de in next 
dtr, (2 de, ch3, 2 dc) in ch-3 sp, rep from 
“to end, omitting (2 dc, ch3, 2 dc) at end 
of last rep. Join with a slst to 3rd of first 
ch-3. 

11th round Ch3, * 1 dein next de, (2 dc, 
ch3, 2 dc) in next ch-3 sp, 1 dc in each of 
next 18dc, rep from * to end, omitting 
1 dc at end of last rep. Join with a sl st to 
3rd of first ch-3. 

12th round Ch3, * 1 dc in each of next 
3dec, (2 dc, ch3, 2 dc) in next ch-3 sp, 
1dc in each of next 20 de, rep from * to 
end, omitting 1 de at end of last rep. Join 
with a sl st to 3rd of first ch-3. 

13th round Ch 4, * skip 1 de, 1 dein next 
dc, ch1, skip next de, 1 de in next de, 
chl, skip next de, (2 dc, ch3, 2dc) in 
next ch-3 sp, (ch 1, skip next de, 1 de in 
next dc) 11 times, ch 1, rep from * to end, 
omitting 1 de and ch 1 at end of last rep. 
doin with a sl st to 3rd of first ch-4. 

14th round Slst in next ch-1 sp, ch4, 
“(1 dc in next sp, ch 1) twice, (2 de, ch3, 
2 dc) in next ch-3 sp, (ch1, 1 de in next 
sp) 12 times, ch1, rep from * to end, 
omitting 1 de and ch 1 at end of last rep. 
doin with a slst to 3rd of first ch-4. 

15th round Ch3, *(1 dc in next sp, 1 de 
in next dc) 3 times, 1 dc in next de, (2 dc, 
ch3, 2 dc) in next ch-3 sp, 1 dc in each of 
next 2 de, (1 dc in next sp, 1 dein next dc) 
12 times, rep from * to end, omitting 1 de 
at end of last rep. Join with a sl st to 3rd of 
first ch-3. 

16th round Ch3, * work 5 dc in next de, 
withdraw hook from working loop, insert 


hook through top of first of these 5 dc, 
then back in working loop and draw 
the working loop through first of 5 dc 
—called 1 popcorn or 1 pe-, 1 dein each 
of next 3 dc, 1 pc in next de, 1 de in each 
of next 4 de, (2 de, ch3, 2 dc) in ch-3 sp, 
1 dcin each of next 4 de, (1 pc in next de, 
1dc in each of next 3dc) 6 times, rep 
from * to end, omitting 1 de at end of last 
rep. Join with a slst to 3rd of first ch-3. 
17th round Ch3, *(1 dc in top of next 
pe, 1 de in each of next 3 dc) twice, 1 de 
in each of next 3 de, (2 de, ch3, 2 dc) in 
next ch-3 sp, 1 dc in each of next 6dc, 
(1 de in top of next pc, 1de in each of 
next 3dc) 6 times, rep from * to end, 
omitting 1 dc at end of last rep. Join with 
asl st to 3rd of first ch-3. 

18th round Ch4, *(skip 1dc, 1de in 
next de, ch 1) 6 times, (2 de, ch 3, 2 dc) in 
ch-3 sp, (ch 1, skip 1 de, 1 de in next dc) 
16 times, ch 1, rep from * to end, omit- 


ting 1 de and ch 1 at end of last rep. Join 
with a slst to 3rd of first ch-4. 

19th round SI st in next sp, ch 4, “(1 dein 
next sp, ch 1) 6 times, (2 dc, ch3, 2 dc) in 
next ch-3 sp, ch 1, (1 dc in next sp, ch 1) 
17 times, rep from * to end, omitting 1 de 
and ch1 at end of last rep. Join with a 
sl st to 3rd of first ch-4. 

20th round Ch3, “(1 de in next sp, 1 de 
in next dc) 7 times, 1 dc in next de, (2 de, 
ch3, 2 dc) in next ch-3 sp, 1 dc in next de, 
(1 de in next de, 1 de in next sp) 17 times, 
rep from * to end. Join with a sl st to 3rd 
of first ch-3. 

21st round Sl st to next dc, ch3, *1 de in 
each of next 2 de, (1 pcin next de, 1 de in 
each of next 3 dc) 3 times, 1 de in each of 
next 2 de, (2 de, ch3, 2 dc) in next ch-3 
sp, 1 dc in each of next 5 de, (1 pc in next 
dc, 1 dein each of next 3 dc) 8 times, 1 pe 
in next dc, 1 dc in next de, rep from * to 
end, omitting 1 dc at end of last rep. Join 


Making a popcorn 


Helping hand 
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chet in pattern to the point where 
popcorn stitch is to be made. Work 
five doubles in the next stitch. With- 
draw the hook from the working loop 
and insert it from front to back 
through the top of the first of the five 
doubles just made, holding the work- 
ing loop with the left hand. 


2 Keeping the hook in place, re- 
insert it in working loop and draw this 
loop through the first double of the 
five-double group to complete the 
popcorn stitch. Make sure that the 
stitches are drawn together neatly to 
achieve a good shape. 


with a slst to 3rd of first ch-3. 

22nd round Ch 3, * 1 de in each of next 
18sts, (2 de, ch3, 2 dc) in next ch-3 sp, 
1dc in each of next 41 sts, rep from * to 
end, omitting 1 de at end of last rep. Join 
with a slst to 3rd of first ch-3. 

23rd round Slst to next de, ch4, *(skip 
next dc, 1 dc in next dc, ch1) 9 times, 
(2 dc, ch3, 2dc) in next ch-3 sp, ch1, 
(skip next dc, 1 de in next de, ch1) 22 
times, rep from * to end, omitting 1 dc 
and ch 1 at end of last rep. Join with a 
sl st to 3rd of first ch-4. 

Fasten off. 

Make 35 motifs in all for the single bed 
size and 42 motifs in all for the larger 
double bed size. 


To finish 

Block and press each motif lightly on WS 
to correct size. Using tapestry needle, sew 
motifs into strips of five by seven for 
single bedspread and six by seven for 
double bedspread. 


Fringe 

Make a fringe along two sides and one 
end of bedspread by cutting 4 lengths of 
yarn 8” long for each fringe. Fold 4 
strands in half to form a loop. Insert hook 
in a ch-1 sp at edge of bedspread and 
draw loop through. Then draw ends 
through loop and pull tightly to secure 
knot. Work a fringe knot in same way in 
each ch-1 sp along edges. Trim fringe. 
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
